THE PIRATES OF PENZANCE 


The Pirates of Penzance, performed in New York one hundred years ago, 
was the only Gilbert and Sullivan operetta to receive its world 
premiere outside England. This was part of a vain attempt by Gilbert, 
Sullivan and D'Oyly Carte to forestall the American pirates Of ets 
copyright. They proved to be unsuccessful in preventing the appearance 


“of @ flood of unauthorised editions of the piece, and never again went 


to the lengths of organizing an American premiere. 


The plot concerns Frederic, a young man apprenticed in error as a boy 
‘to a band of pirates. He is about to obtain his majority and desires 

to escape from his ignominious profession, preferably by marrying a— 
beautiful girl who will take him away to a nobler life. Having never 
seen any other woman except his middle aged nurse, an answer to his 
prayers seems to be in sight with the arrival of Major General Stanley's 
bevy of lovely daughters. Frederic comes out of his hiding place and 
attempts to persuade them to take pity on him; but they, oe rise 
bought up young ladies, are not as eager to succumb as he wou wish.

THE MIKADO 


The Mikado, ninth and most popular of the fourteen operettas written 
by Gilbert and Sullivan, was first performed in 1885, when it ran for 
672 performances, a record at that time. 

In order to retain his position as Lord High Executioner of Titipu, 
Ko-Ko has been ordered by the Mikado of Japan to execute someone 
within a month. Ko-Ko, however, lacks sufficient courage to behead 
a man, so he makes an agreement instead with Nanki-Poo, to whom he 
will surrender his betrothed Yum-Yum in return for Nanki-Poo's 
disappearance from Japan. Ko-Ko then claims to have beheaded hin, 
only to discover that he was the disguised son of the Mikado, on the 
run from an elderly maiden, Katisha, whom he was supposed to marry. 
When the Mikado hears of his son's execution, he orders Ko-Ko and 
his colleagues to be put to death. In order to save his neck, Ko-Ko 
persuades Nanki-Poo to reappear, but Nanki-Poo stipulates that Ko-Xo 
must first marry Katisha, so that she will have no further claim on 
him, Ko-Ko agrees reluctantly and approaches Katisha as she is 
soliloquizing on her lost love.

PATIENCE 


Patience was originally produced at the Opera Comique in London on 
April 23, 1881 and like its predecessors, Trial By Jury, The Sorcerer, 


Bil S. Pingtore and The Pirates of Penzance, it was given in modern 
Tess. 


Deriving the plot from one of his own Bab Ballads entitled The Rival 
Curates, Sullivan originally intended that two clergymen should 
compete for the hand of the simple milk-maid Patience. Concerned 
however with the possible repercussions of Satirizing the clerical 
order, Gilbert changed his two rival curates toa rival poets thus 
penning a witty composite of nineteenth century aesthetics. In 

his usual biting satire no affectation went unnoticed - from the knee 
_ breeches of Oscar Wilde to the inflated literary style of the poseurs. 


By the second act of the opera, the fickle female followers of the 
pompous poet Bunthorne have attached themselves to the young idyllic 
Grosvenor. Only Lady Jane is still faithful to the deposed poet. 
However Bunthorne does not return her affections and Jane candidly 
reflects on the passing of time and her own fleeting pulchritude. 


Grovesnor, weary of the constant adoration of his female entourage 
confronts Patience confessing his love for her. She is reciprocal 

in her feelings but believing that aesthetic love should be unselfish 
and unsatisfying, has devoted herself to Bunthorne. Jealous of the 
true feelings that Patience holds for Grosvenor, Bunthorne enlists the 
aid of Lady Jane to discredit the young poet completely. 


COX AND BOX 


A casual meeting in 1867 on Bond Street between Arthur Sullivan and 
F.C. Burnand, the dramatist and later editor of 'Punch', led to the 
creation of Cox and Box. Burnand was preparing a musical supper 
party at his house and had the idea of turning Madison Morton's 
Victorian farce, Box and Cox into a comic opera. Sullivan agreed 

to write the music, the title was reversed, and within a few days 
Sullivan's first operetta was produced. At a later performance in 
1867, the magazine 'Fun’ sent a journalist--one W.S. Gilbert to _ 
review the piece. Quoth Mr. Gilbert, "Mr. Sullivan's music is, in . 
many places, of too high a class for the grotesquely absurd plot to 
which it is wedded. It is very funny and grand or graceful where it 
is not funny, but the grand and graceful have, we think, too large a 
share of the honours to themselves." Later, during the long 
collaboration between Gilbert and Sullivan, this criticism was to be 
a bone of contention on many occasions. 


Briefly the ludicrous plot depicts the events developing as an 
enterprising landlord cannot resist renting a "bed-sitter" separately 
to two gentiemen. ,
